New Connection between Napanee and 
Deseronto and its effect upon 
Napanee. 


The line has been surveyed between 
Napanee and Deserouto for the building of 
a piece of the B. of (J. Ry. direct from 
Napanee station to Deseronto. This gives 
a direct and level roadbed between the 
business part of Deserouto and Napanee 
Ry. Station, avoiding a grading wliKjh now 
exists of 41 feet within about two miles, 
between Deseronto and Deseronto Jet. 
They purpose to do away with Deseronto 
Jot. as a station and also the line between 
Deseronto and Deseronto Jot., and the 
rails and siding will be used in completing 
necessary yard room at Napanee and iu 
the building of the new road. Napanee 
will become the only junction between the 
railway systems and Desoronto. It is 
proposed to continue a service between 
Napanee and Deseronto similar to that 
which 18 now maintained between Deseron* 
to and Deseronto Jet., a suburban train 
meeting and conneeting with all passenger 
trains at Napanee, taking all passengers 
through to Deseronto. This will give 
twelve or thirteen trains a day l^tween 
Napanee and Deseronto, and will afford the 
people of Napanee easy access to the 
steamboat service of the B. of Q., and also 
easy access to the Richelieu A Ontario 
Steamboat Co., the Ontario Navigation 
Co., and other steamboats running down to 
River Bt. Lawrence and across Lake On¬ 
tario. This will be a great beneiit to our 
citizens duriug the summer moutba and 
will make Napanee more attractive as a 
r.sidenlial town. The importance of 
Napanee as a junction will be so much eu* 
hanced as to obviate all danger that at any 
time in the future the G.T.It. will pass by 
Napanee with its fust and special trains, 
and any change in the time table or train 
service in the future. This is an important 
feature because it is an onen secret that 
this fall, so soon as the double line is com¬ 
pleted between Montreal and Toronto, the 
lime of ibe fast trains, such as the Inter¬ 
national Limited, will be redneed about 
two hours between these points, and this 
will nocesflitate the lessening of iho num¬ 
ber of points or stations at which tbesa 
fast trains will bo permitted to stop. The 
above obange will make it almost abso¬ 
lutely certain that they will have to atop 
at Napanee. VVork on the extention men- 
tioned will probably be well advanced be¬ 
fore the snow flies, aud if in connection 
therewith the council are successful^ in se¬ 
curing the car works this will all tend to 
brighten the prospects of Napante ma¬ 
terially.

Modem British Cannon Tested on 
Old Targst.

Alto Carried a Man-of-War Clear 
Over a Town and Back 
Again. 

Opposite the h-^rbor of Arica, 
Peru, but oevoral miles inland, there 
rests on an even keel in the midst of 
the tropical forest a large, full-rig¬ 
ged ship. Visitors to the place are 
naturally surprised at its position, 
and almost invariably inquire how 
it got there, says Pearson's Week¬ 
ly. The answer the.v receive, how¬ 
ever, does not help to alla.v their cur¬ 
iosity, but rather excites it to a 
higher pitch; for the native guides 
have one set formula applicable to 
such cases, and this they rattle off 
merrily, the while a good-natured 
grin illumines their nonually stolid, 
mahogany-colored countenances: 
"Senor, she sail here all by herself 
j one day many years ago." 

Impossible as this explanation 
sounds, it is literally true. The 
name of the vessel in question is the 
Watcree, and on August 13th, 1868, 
she was lying quietly at anchor in 
the bay opposite the town in ques¬ 
tion, when a huge tidal wave, duo 
to some stupendous submarine seis¬ 
mic upheaval far out in the Pacific 
Ocean, lifted her in its embrace, and 
swept her clceji across the town and 
its environs, finally depositing her 
high and dry, and practically unin¬ 
jured, on the spot where she now 
is. 

CAURVING A CUUf.SKIl INLAND. 

Of course, this terrific wave wlpc<l, 
at the sumo time, Arica off the face 
of the earth, and ti similar fate also 
befel Aroquipa, l(|uique, Tacna, 
Chencha, and mun.v other coast 
towns in Peru and Ecuador; but in 
no single iiistaiice w-as any otlier 
• among the hiitidrods of sliipH caught 
! praserved in so remarkable a man¬ 
ner. 

Neverthele.ss. the occurrence Is not 
quite unique of its kind. At Hanlu 
Cruz, in 1857, a tieimndous tidal 
wave lifted the Ainericuii cruiser 
Monoiigahcla upon its crest, carried 
her clean owr the site of the towui 
, of Frederlchstadt and back again, 

I aird tiiis witlu>ut injuring the ship 
to any great extent. The receding 
Wave, however, did not (luito com¬ 
plete its work satisfactorily. It 
landed the corvette on the beach In¬ 
stead of in the bay, and it cost the 
U. H. (Joverninent $Hmi,O() 0 to re¬ 
float her. 

A ship sailing ovet- what Is ordin¬ 
arily dry land is certainly a re- 
i markable spectacle, but not more 
j so than lliat afTorded by a railway 
train running over water. This lat- 
I ter could have been sec»n any day 
{during the winter months at I.»ake 
I Baikal, in Siberia, while the Trans- 
(Siberian Railway was in process of 
' construction thereabouts. The iiu-

Luckily a denser stratum or 
air, answering to the bottom of the 
pit in question, was encountered 
when they were a few hundred feet 
from the ground, and the downward 
rush of the balloon was checked tv* 
if by contact with a pneumatic 
cushion.

TOO MUCH FOR THE BANK. 

Smobth Talk Causes Fifty Million 
Dollar Wreck. 

The ruin of the I^eipzigorbank of 
Germany, that failed about a year 
ago, for nearly $50,006,000, was 
wrought by the fascinating porsoii- 
ulity of Adolf Schmidt, according to 
testimony given at the three weeks' 
trial of the bank's directors. Sch¬ 
midt, who was mamigliig director of 
a grain drying coinjuuiy of Cassol, 
a concern exploiting on an enorm¬ 
ous scale a process for drying beer 
dregs and cuttle feed, persuaded the 
bank to advance $2(>.000,000. 

The accused illroctors were unable 
to give the jury a lucid explanation 
of their reasons for consenting to 
make these extraordinary loans. Ev¬ 
ery jtiember of the apparently well- 
meaning board admitted that this 
colossal niislako was itidefen.sihlo 
j iipt)n sound commercial prlnclple.s.

KILLING WOODCHUCKS WITH 
CARBON BISULPHIDE. 

In many parU of Canada’ a good 
deal of damage U annoally done in 
grain, hay and paatnre fieldf by the 
common w'oodcbuck or gronindhog* * 
Not only is a considerable amount of 
grain or fodder consumed by these 
animals, but much more is traiapled 
upon and destroyed, while the open 
burrows are occasionally responsible 
for accidents to horses employed in 
harvesting. Many ways of destroying 
these animals have been devised, but 
ordinary methods frequently fail to 
keep them in chepk. Probably the 
simplest and most satisfactory method 
is that of the use of bisulphide of car¬ 
bon, an inflammable liquid which ou 
exposure to air volatizes iuto a vapor 
that is very destructive to animal life. 

This substance has been used for 
some time in the West for destroying 
ground squirrels, and has also been 
largely used (or destroying insects in 
mills and factories. It has often been 
recommended and utilized to destroy 
woodchucks, but its merits for the 
purpose do not seem to be very genera 
ally appreciated. 

A series of experiments cofvering 
several seasons’ use of carbon bisul¬ 
phide as a woodchuck exterminator 
has lately been reported by the New 
Hampshire Experiment Station, the 
results of which are herewith sum¬ 
marized :— 

So successful have these experiments 
been that the plau is strongly recom¬ 
mended for more general adoption. 
One special advantage of carbon bisul- 
pliide is that Th vapor is more than 
twice as heavy as air, so that in a 
woodchuck burrow it will follow along 
the hole until it reaches the bottom, 
crowding the air above it to the top. 
As the aniraf^l is likely to be in the 
lower part of the burrow, it is almost 
certain to inhale the poisonous vapor 
and be killed. 

The equipment -necessary for this 
sort of woodchuck hunt consists of a 
hottje of carbon bisulphide, a bundle 
of old cotton or other cloth, a pail and 
a .spade. The pail is first filled with 
dirt and sot near the Ijole ready to 
turn in ; then a piece of cloth is held 
between thumb and finger, saturated 
with about an ounce of the liquid and 
immediately thrown as far into the 
burrow as possible. The pail of dirt 
is then quickly thrown into the hole 
iUid the entrance carefully closed. If 
(here is more than ono^entrance, all 
Ijiit one should be filled'^ before tlie 
tieaiment. This methofrnotonly kills 
the old woodchuck, but destroys in a 
huiniino manner the young in the bur¬ 
row. It lias, too, the ailditional ad¬ 
vantage that the animal is not only 
killed but Is buried, and the hole is 
iilled, HO that considerable time is thus 
saved A large number of experiments 
have been macle, wnd in only a veiy 
few cases were the holes reopened, and 
in each instance theio was conclusive 
('videnco that they liad been opened 
from the outside by v.'oodchucks bur¬ 
rowing into them. 

Precautioij.y to be ob.served :—it 
-liould he distinctly understood by 
(ueiyone who uses carbon bi.sulphide 
for any purpose that it is highly vola¬ 
tile, iriilumniahle, and poisonous, and 
i’ is also highly explosive. With any 
reasonable care in its u.se however out 
of doors, no ill re.^ults can follow. 
UflMl as described above there is no 
i'< ce.ssity for one to inliule the vapor, 
and a small quantity iu a glass stop- 
J ered bottle may bo safely stored away 
in a cool place. Of course it must he 
kept out of the reach of children, and 
away from fire of any kind.

PRESERVING FENCE POSTS. 

As a result of a series of experi¬ 
ments conducted by the Department 
of Agriculture, Germany, In tho pre¬ 
servation of fence posts, wo have 
the follow'ing report : Posts used in 
\'ineyard8 were dipped In different 
solutions to preserve them against 
rot. Tlie period of the experiment 
povered twenty-four years. The best 
results were secured with tar. Only 
nine per cent, of fir posts impregnat¬ 
ed wilh tar had rotted at the (^nd 
of twenty-four years. At the end of 
twenty years, thirty-three per cent, 
of those impregnated with copper 
sulphate (blue-stone) had rotted : 
nevcrtheloss, the cose and cheapness 
with which posts, particularly green 
posts, can be ^tiiruted with copper 
aulphate solutions seems to make 
its use more desirable than that of 
tar.

The King is King. There is no 
break in the continuity of sover¬ 
eignty. The moment Queen Victoria 
died King Edward became the reign¬ 
ing monarch of the Realm. 

The impression that the crowning 
is on essential part, of the endow¬ 
ment of regality is quite erroneous. 

When the King went to London af¬ 
ter the death of Queen Victoria he 
there and then took the oath of al¬ 
legiance to his people. This oath 
was taken in the'presence of the 
Privy Councillors, and was follow¬ 
ed by the proclamation of the King 
in evei*y place in his dominions. 

The coronation is more of a pic¬ 
turesque historical ceremony than a 
vital essential of kingship. In old¬ 
en times this pageant had a very 
distinct importance ns proving to 
all that a new monarch had ascended 
the throne. This was in days when 
news traveled slowly and without 
certaint.y. 

The actual oath is a "solemn pro¬ 
mise” to do three things: 

(I.) To govern the people of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland and their Dominions ac¬ 
cording to the statutes in I’ailia- 
ment agreed on; and the vospectivo 
laws and customs of the same. 

(11.) To cause law and justice, in 
mercy, to be executed. 

(III.) To the utmost of his pow¬ 
er to niiiinlnin the laws of God. the 
true profe?<sion of the Gospel. and 
the Protestant Heforined religion es¬ 
tablished by the law. 

These things the King already does 
without the binding power of oatli 
or solemn promise. 

AllothW question that has been 
rni.sed is the necessity for appoint¬ 
ing a regent. 

It may be pointed out. that unless 
tfic King is likely to be incapacitat¬ 
ed from any of his Stale duties for 
a considerable period there is no 
necessity for a regent. 

The Sovereign frefiuently leaves 
Great Britain for long periods. 
Queen Victoria’s sojourns on tlic 
Hivicra may be quoted as an in¬ 
stance; and had His Majesty not 
been stricken with this illness it was 
his intention to take a holiday 
abroad immediately after the coron¬

rB;%'recent presB bulletin issued

growth the multiplication of i 
bacteria the mitk sugar is chan^j 
to lactic acid. When there is enoii 
acid present to be apparent to l 
taste, the milk is said to be soi 
Since the keeping quality of m 
bears a direct relation to the bi 
teria which gain access, It is j 
portant to prevent their getti 
into the milk. The udder and i 
jacent parts of the body which i 
much shaken during hiilking is c 
of the chief sources of infecth 
while the dyst of tlic stable, t 
hands and clothes of the milker, i 
gether with the pails and cans ut 
are only slightly less importe 
sources. Experiments show tl 
milking in a .stable whore the cin 
lation of air cun carry the du.st’oi 
wiping the udder with a damp cic 
and scalding utensils with live 
or boiling water, will not only 
duce the bacterial content of t 
milk, but increases tiio keeping ipi 
ity of the milk materially. A c( 
ered milk pull, with only a wn 
opening to milk Into, reduced l 
number of germs falling into i 
pail, and the milk kept sweet 
hours longer.

Milk allowed 
stand two hours without cooli 
conUiincd 28 times as many ger; 
ns when milking was finished, wh 
that which wa.s cooled to al degn 
only hud four times as many at ( 
end of two hours, 'rhis emphasi:
